These are the names about which I spoke to you today. 
As you suggested, I am taking the liberty of sending them to 
you. 

I have not been able to check this information, so 
the authenticity is unknown to me. 

It is my understanding that Personnel Administration 
covers property control, checks on incidentals, and deals with 
the apTX)intment of nersonnel but has nothing to do with the 
security positions. 

It seems to me these ratings of grades 14 and 15 
are abnormally high and that such positions are usually filled 
by Civil Service employees, who have long years of experience 
under the merit system. 

I hope you will understand I am not atteranting in 
any way to interfere with the job you are doing, and my only 
thought is that this information may be of some assistance to 
you in your work.
